SAIGON IAP) — U.S. and 
South Vietnamese forces sweep­ 
ing the southern approaches to 
Saigon killed 181 Viet Cong in 
four battles through the rice 
paddles of the Mekong Delta, 
m ilitary spokesmen reported to­ 
day.

In one engagement infantry­ 
men of tim U.S. 9th Division 
smashed into a Viet Cong bat­ 
talion and killed a third of the 
troops before the remainder fled

the Americans killed 104 of the 
enemy in the fight 21 miles 
southwest of Saigon. 
The Americans also captured 
13 prisoners and 36 weapons. 
U.S. casualties were 15 killed 
and 30 wounded. 
After intelligence reports of 
about 300 Viet Cong in the area, 
helicopters landed more than 
1,000 men of the 9th Division in 
the wet rice paddy area in an 
attempt to set up a 
cordon 
around the enemy force. 
During the night, the fighting 
tapered 
off to sporadic 
gun 
bursts and the surviving Viet 
Cong slipped away. Contact was 
reported lost, but the U.S. infan­ 
trymen continued sweeping the 
battlefield. 
While this fight was going on 
Monday, o t h e r 9th Division 
troops were battling about 50 
Viet Cong five miles to the 
north. Thirty-three of the enemy 
were reported killed, and two 
Americans were wounded. 
South Vietnamese headquar­ 
ters reported that government 
hoops killed another 44 Viet 
Cong soldiers in two fights in 
the same general area. Five 
government soldiers were killed 
and 22 wounded. 
The U.S. 9th Infantry Divi­ 
sion. 
along with South Viet­ 
namese units, is responsible for 
Saigon’s southern defensive per­ 
imeter.

Hospital officials said the kidney began working im­ 
mediately. 
Susan Shaw, daughter of Mr. and Mis. Fred Shaw, 1604 
S. 16th St., has been a patient at University Hospital 
since May when her own kidneys ceased to function. 
She has had nephritis, a kidney disease, since she was ll 
years old. 
Surgeons at the hospital removed Susan’s kidneys in a 
previous operation this summer. She has been kept alive 
through the use of an artificial kidney machine, running four 
to six hours twice a week, hospital officials said 
Susan returned to her room about 5 p.m. Monday. Her 
mother, Mary, returned to her room about two hours be­ 
fore. Both were reported doing well. 
University doctors have performed about 
50 
kidney 
transplants with good success from related donors, according 
to Fred Shaw, who is in Ann Arbor with his wife and 
daughter. 
“Outside the kidney disease, Susan apparently is healthy,” 
he said.

Hypersonic 
With America’s 
entry in the 
supersonic 
transport race not yet off the drawing boards— 
a final design is still being kicked around — en­ 
gineers of the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration’s Office of Research and Tech­ 
nology Mission Analysis Division (that’s what 
it’s called) are already talking about a hyper­ 
sonic aircraft capable of shooting 200 or more 
passengers through the skies at 6,000 miles per 
hour. 
American Aviation magazine quotes an of­ 
ficial of the NASA division as saying that “we 
already have the solutions on paper and we think 
the hardware can be in hand by 1985.” 
Air travelers of the present subsonic jet 
transport generation are still having trouble ac­ 
climating themselves to the strains of passing 
through multiple time zones within the space of 
a few hours. The SST will confuse their systems 
even more, and the 
HST will hurl 
them into 
chaos. 
In fact, the HST will be so fast that the 
S,500-mile New York-Paris run will be too short 
a hop. It w ill be more practical, the engineers say, 
on flights from the West Coast to Paris or from 
the Coast to Tokyo. An SST would make these 
flights in five hours, including fuel stop; the 
HST would make it in 234 hours, nonstop.

UNITED NATIONS (NEA) 
—This time IT Thant played it 
cool. The Secretary General of 
the United Nations refused to 
become involved in the conflict 
between Russia and Czecho­ 
slovakia. 
The United States, for ob­ 
vious reasons, also refrained 
from taking a public stand. 
Any intrevention by the Amer­ 
ican “imperialists” would have 
been exploited by Moscow as 
a pretext to invade Prague. 
But why did U Thant turn 
his head the other way when 
the Russians threatened an­ 
other member of the United 
Nations fighting for its free­ 
dom and independence? 
He 
was never so cautious or “neu­ 
tral” in his comments on U. S. 
policies. 
Yet he refused to take sides 
when a Czech reporter asked 
him whether Moscow's terror 
tactics against Prague were in 
accordance 
with 
the United 
Nations resolution passed three 
years ago by the General As­ 
sembly. 
Ironically, it was the Rus­ 
sians themselves who initiated 
the resolution that stressed the 
“inadmissibility 
of 
interven­ 
tion in the domestic affairs of 
states” and the “prohibition of 
the threat or use of force in 
International relations.” 
The secretary general, no 
doubt, had weighty reasons for* 
his “neutrality” on Czechoslo­ 
vakia. But according to ex­ 
perts on U Thant—and there 
are scores of them in the plush 
lounges of the United Nations 
—he simply bowed to Russian 
pressure. 
Compare IT Thant’s scrupu­ 
lous silence on Soviet aggres­ 
sive moves against Czechoslo­ 
vakia with his blunt and often 
brutal criticism of the United 
States. 
For instance, here is 
what he said recently in a 
speech in Canada: 
“I

mood of violence in the United 
States as a consequence of the 
psychological climate created 
by the war in Vietnam.”

aias, the rule rather than the 
exception in the United Na­ 
tions, 
The Czechoslovak crisis mere­ 
ly emphasized again why the 
United Nations, 
which could 
be useful as an instrument of 
world peace, is morally bank­ 
rupt. It also raised anew the 
question of U Thant’s anti- 
IJ. S. bias and his role as a 
“peace-maker.”

The Family 
Lawyer 


“FIT THE CRIME?” 
“To make the punishment fit 
the 
crime” 
may have 
been 
enough of a goal, a century ago, 
for the comic opera team of 
Gilbert and Sullivan. 
But not for modern crimino­ 
logists. Today’s goal, as the U.S. 
Supreme Court put it, is to 
make the punishment “fit the 
offender and not merely the 
crime.” 
Consider two robbers. One is 
a veteran safe cracker, wise in 
the ways of the underworld. Th* 
other is a teenage purse snatch­ 
er, nervously trying to be tough. 
★ 
★ 
★ 
Both offenders are guilty of 
the same crime: robbery. Yet 
there are obvious reasons for 
not treating them alike. They 
are different not only in the de­ 
gree of their evil but also in 
the chance of saving them from 
a life of crime. 
When the time comes to pro­ 
nounce sentence, the judge na­ 
turally wents to take such dif­ 
ferences into account. But he 
may not have any leeway. Very 
often a single, standard penalty 
is prescribed in advance by the 
legislature. 
What happens then” There 
are these possibilities: 
1) the judge may be forced 
to impose a sentence that he 
feels is unwise; or 
2) he may get around the law 
— maybe by arbitrarily reduc­ 
ing the charge, maybe even by 
finding the offender not guilty 
at all. 
★ 
★ 
★ 
In either case, as the un­ 
happy result of a “prefabri­ 
cated” sentence, justice is not 
done. 
The problem was highlighted 
recently in a special report on 
sentencing, by an advisory com­ 
mittee of the American Bar As­ 
sociation. 
The committee’s report, part 
of a massive ABA study of 
criminal justice, urged a speedy 
end to too-rigid penalties fro­ 
zen into law. 
True, it is up to the legisla­ 
ture — as spokesman for the 
public — to set our basic stan­ 
dards for the punishment of 
wrongdoing. 
But when it comes to apply­ 
ing those standards in particu­ 
lar case, the committee said the 
judge should have plenty of op­ 
tions. He, after all, has to deal 
with an individual human be­ 
ing. Who better than the judge 
can make the punishment fit 
the man?
